P. japonicum C. A. Mey. ^^V'lotL^o -£•©£. fclCOl^ XI it 
fflC f $%rW-dbfi' Journal of Arnold Arboretum 5 ^ ( 1924 ) p. 34 fcl^V' tV'&o 
Panax japonicum C. A. Mey. has a small tap root while young, but it peri¬ 
shes, when the rhizome developes. As a rule in older plant the root is 
unrecognizable. Of the pollen grains, those of P. Schin-seng are larger than 
those of P. japonicum and the reticulation coarser.
